PROTECT fflAQAHA FALLS. 


N* his recent message to Congress President 
ttoosevelt urged strongly the need of taking 
action to protect Niagara falls from tho agen- 
cies now threatening it* destruction. 
He rec- 


ommended that the State of New York, ff It- 
self unable to protect the falls, should follow 
the example of California In the case of the 


Yosemlte valley and place this great natural attraction In 
t!.ie keeping of the national government. As the only way 
In which assured protection can be seeirVcd for the falls 
Is through the co-operation of the American and Canadian 
governments, the American Civic Association has begun 
an agitation to keep the subject before Congress and se- 
cure action upon it at this session. 


The American people who regard -Niagara with just 


pride as one of the great scenic wonders of their country 
and of the world, will be practically unanimous in their 
approval of this movement. 
The Idea 
that the 
falls 


should be sacrificed to commercial vandalism Is obnoxious, 
but that apparently must be their fate unless something 
Is done Immediately. 
Ten power developing companies— 


four American and six Canadian—already have obtained 
authorization to utilize more than 3") per cent of the ef- 
fective power of tho falls. 
If their plans are put through 


tho American cataract will be wiped out. If they sue- 
cerjil In drawing off only half tho authorized amount of 
water the American fall will be only a thin trickle of 
water passing over bare rock. 


If the falls are to be saved no time should be lost In 


arresting the process of destruction. 
The American peo- 


ple, through Congress, should 
Intervene 
with measures 


which will stop the de.-jpoliatlon and insure the permanent 
preservation of the cataract under the joint protection of 
Canada and the United Stales. 
The essential thing Is 


that Congress act promptly. To delay, even until another 
session, may postpone the necessary 
protective 
action 


until the time for saving the falls has passed.—Chicago 
News.

Even the pro- 
jected enlargement of the Erie Canal concerns the West as 
much as New York State.

West, "I have no need of you," and the North cannot sa'y 
to the South, "You have no need of me." But all parts 
are Joined in one body, and each serves Its allotted purpose.

Mr. Nourse had several children, and 
the prosperity of the family excited 
the envy of the neighbors, March ",'!, 
KV.)'-', a warrant was issued on com- 
plaint of Edward and Jonathan Put- 
nam for the arrest of Rebecca Nourse 
for witchcraft, and on the following 
morning she was 
arraigned 
before 


Justices Hawthorne and Corwln. She 
was indicted for 
having 
practiced 


"ceriain detestable acts called witch- 
craft upon Mary Waleott nnd other 
women." 
She was tried in tho meet- 


Ing liou.se. 
One of the witnesses, Ann 


Putnam, had a tit in court, which she 
charged upon the accused. 


In answer to the charge of w{telv 


craft 
Rebecca Nourse s a i l : 
"[ can 


say 1)'fore my Eternal Father 
I am 


Innocent and tjnd will clear my inno- 
cency." 
Justice Hawthorne replied, 


"Here is never a one in the assembly 
but desires It, but if you be guilty 
pray i«od discover you." 


She was then committed to the jail 


In Salem, and on April 11 was taken 
with four others to Boston by order 
of the council. 
The court met June 


£l>, and tho jury tirst returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty, but tin; crowd In 
the court-room made such a clamor 
that 
thi> jurors again 
retired, 
and 


shortly after 
returned a 
verdict of 


guilty. 


The records of the First 
Church, 


SaltMU, show that on July 3, ItiO'J, Ro- 
beccu Nourse was excommunicated. 
She was brought up the aisles of the 
church, her chains clanking, and the 


sentence 
of 
excommunication 
was 


pronounced. 


July 19, 1092, she was taken with 


eighteen others from the jail in Salem 
to Gallows hill, Salem, where 
she 


was hanged. 
Her. body 
was 
later 


thrown among the rocks, being recov- 
ered that night by her family, taken 
to this town and reverently buried. 


July 30, 1885, a monument to her 


memory was erected In the family lot 
near the Nourso homestead. The mon- 


ument is of granite. The die on the 
front is Inscribed: 


Rebecca Nourse, 
Yarmouth, 
En- 


gland, 10:21; Salem, Mass., IGO'2. 


Also these lines by Whittler:

All his family except a son in Cali- 
fornia were at the bedside. 


Col. Henderson had been, unable to 


recogni/.e any one but his wife since 
a week ago, except on Friday, when 
he partly regained his mental facul- 
ties. 


Col. Henderson was stricken with 


paresis last May and his condition 
grew so grave that he was removed 
to a hospital in September. His con- 
dition remained unchanged except for 
the usual progress of such a disease 
till a week ago last Friday, when he 
suffered another stroke which result- 
ed in total blindness. 


The former speaker failed rapidly 


physically and mentally until Friday, 
when his mental powers returned for 
a few hours, followed by a relapse 
which ended in death.

period t-o the farmers 
of the 
Salt 


River Valley now seems to be draw- 
ing to a close. The crisis was in 
the water situation, which 
has for 


somo time been somewhat depressing, 
especially in that, part of tho valley 
which Is Irrigated by the Grand and 
Arizona 
canals. The 
situation 
has 


been relieved by the purchase of tho 
valley canals by the United Slates 
government. 


Several months ago 
the 
Arizona 


dam was damaged to so groat an ex- 
tent that It was considered useless lo 
repair It. Thus, the dam cannot store 
water to ho furnished to tho farmers 
under the Arizona and Grand canals. 
The head of the Mnricopn and Salt 
canals Is below the dam and these 
canals have been well supplied with 
water. 
However, north of them the 


land has had to depend upon rain, 
which has been scarce. 
Consequent- 


ly crops and fruit trees suffered from 
lack of water. 


Being unable lo make Ihe necessary 


repairs, the Arizona Water Company 
was placed in the hands of a receiver, 
Judge 
11 Irani Stoele, of New York. 


Receiver Sleele tried to r;i!.;:' :::o::e;, 
to repair the canal system by issuing 
receiver's certillcates, but he 
could 


find no sale for these. 


This left the farmers In a bad pre- 


dicament. 
The dam could not put 


water in the Arizona canal, ami tho 
canal was so damaged thai II could 
not. 
have carried water if It had 
i t . 


Seeing that they could expect, no re- 
lief from Ilii! water 
company, 
and 


knowing lhat their crops would he 
failures if they could obtain no water 
during Ihe approaching season, the 
ranchers resorted to their 
own re- 


sources. Assessing 
Ihomselves 
20 


cents per acre, they raised a few 
thousand dollars w i t h which they re- 
paired Ihe Arizona canal. 


Meantime, 
the1 
government 
took 


slops toward purchasing the irriga- 
tion system. 
A commission of three 


engineers was soul lo the valley to 
appraise the canals, and ul'lor a thor- 
ough 
investigation they fixed their 


value at $304,000. 
Then tho Secre- 


tary of the Interior, acting for t h e 
government, offered to buy tho prop- 
erty of the Arizona Water company 
and ll, IB believed that the firtit price 
offered was tho figures of tho appraia- 
inV commission. 
Of 
that 
amount, 


$110,000 would bo duo to farmers who 
were the minority stockholders of the 
water company. 
Tho company then 


made an effort to have Iho claims of 
the minority holders settled excluslvti 
of what the government offered to pay 
for ihe canals, but Ibis failed.

000, 
$10,000 being added lo the ap-
